Ned H. Dearborn, president of 
the National Safety Council, said 
July 4 traffic accidents took more 
lives than the Grand Canyon air­ 
liner collision, which killed 128.

Retail 
dealers in tires of the 
type 
of highway 
vehicles must 
make a record of their new tire 
inventory as of the close of busi­ 
ness on June 30, in order to com­ 
ply with the newly enacted High­ 
way Revenue Act of 1956. A deal­ 
er, for purposes of the new floor 
stocks tax, includes a wholesaler, 
Jobber, distributor or retaker. 
Such inventory is necessary in 
order that dealers will have avail­ 
able information from 
which to 
prepare 
a floor stocks 
tax re­ 
turn which must be filed with the 
District Director of Internal Reve­ 
nue 
in whose district 
the tax­ 
payer’s principal place of business 
is located. Tires should be inven­ 
toried according 
to trade name, 
grade and number of plies. The 
floor stocks tax does not apply to 
used tires as such. 
H. G. White, District Director of 
Internal Revenue for the Spring­ 
field District, today urged that all 
dealers take immediate action to 
make a record of their inventory, 
pending the release of further in­

students at Thompson Point, 280 
at Southern Acres, 200 in the Dow­ 
dell area, 90 at Anthony Hall, and 
about IOO in other housing.

Davis said. 
These 
rooms will rent for $60 per quar- 
! ter until spring, when meals will 
be 
provided 
for a total 
spring 
quarter cost of $204. 
In addition, two more Thompson 
Point units will be opened early 
next year, offering accommoda­ 
tions for an additional 240 male 
students. 
As for women students, Davis 
advises them to obtain their off- 
campus rooms for the fall quar­ 
ter as soon as possible. 
Woody Hall, Southern’s only on- 
campus women’s residence 
hall, 
built to house 422 students, 
al­ 
ready is committed to accept 436, 
and the waiting list is long. 
Davis said room rentals in the 
Carbondale area this fall will be 
about the same as last year, with 
the average student who shares a 
room paying from $4 to $5.50 per 
week.

Ancient Remains et 
Excavated et Modoc 


SPRINGFIELD, IU. — The an­ 
cient remains of an Indian wom­ 
an — perhaps the oldest 
human 
skeleton discovered in the United 
States—have been excavated by 
the Illinois State Museum arch- 
aelogical field party working in 
southern Illinois. 
Melvin L. Fowler, director of 
the field party, said that the skel­ 
eton was unearthed last 
week 
deep in the ground near an over­ 
hanging bluff at the Hiller exten­ 
sion of the Modoc Rock Shelter 
where the 1956 expedition is dig­ 
ging. 
According to the depth at which 
it was found, he said, the burial 
apparently took place about 3,600 
B. C., or about 5,600 years ago. 
No associated artifacts have yet 
been found with the skeleton. 
Dr. Thorne Deuel, director of 
the museum in Springfield, said 
that exhaustive tests and corre­ 
lation must be ca fried out before 
an exact date for the skeleton can 
be determined. 
No 
Indian 
skeleton 
definitely 
dated earlier than 3,000 B. C. has 
been found iii the United States. 
Fowler said the remains found 
in the Hiller extension were “ex­ 
ceptionally well preserved. 
The 
body was tightly flexed and must 
have been broken before inter­ 
ment 
as I don’t believe 
a body 
could possibly be bent into such a
